Sunnyside is growing both in industry and population. Most of the 
western section is filled with factories — a spill-over from Long 
Island City's industrial development. Its population increased 38.5 
per cent between 1 930 and 1 940. Much of the increase is due to 
new apartment-house building. The older homes are one and two- 
family dwellings. Sunnyside is only a few minutes from Manhattan 
by the Midtown Tunnel. The district is generally good middle-class, 
with low-income groups east and west of Calvary Cemetery. 
Sunnyside is separated from Brooklyn by Newtown Creek — one 
of the few creeks in the world accommodating ocean-going vessels. 
Its principal shopping areas are along Queens Boulevard and 
Greenpoint Avenue.
